THE n.ociRuss OF PUBLIC SENTIMENT u 


FAVOR O? LEGAL KEPKESSION OF 


Tim LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


I observe with profound regret in you 


issue of the 10th, referring to the recent] 
vote in North Carolina on the prohibition 
aw, the statement that "in States which 
lave had far more experience than Nortl 
Carolina with legislation against the li- 
quor traffic, there is no marked senti- 
ment now in favor of attempting absolute 
>rohibition. 
Public opinion moves in- 


stead in the direction of more thorough 
measures to curb and limit the trade in 
ntoxic iting drinks. The trouble with 
irohibition is two-fold. It does not pro- 
libit, for selling goes on in spite of it, 
ind it is regarded by a large portion of 
the community as an invasion of veste 
rights." If this were found in the col- 
umns of some obscure sheet of circulation 
ind in luence equally circumscribed, 
might pass unnoticed, but in a journal so 
universally rea3 and justly potential as 
the Tribune some effort ought to be made 
to show that such a statement has its 
source in an entire misconception of the 
condition of public sentiment, and a la- 
iientable ignorance of the actual effects 
of prohibitory legislation against liquoi 
selling. 


First of all, I except to the remark that 
in States which have," etc. If there is 
i State in the North, and more tlian two 
or three in the South, in which there does 
not no\\ exista well-organized, aggressive

In Nebraska, Missouri, 


Illinois, Michigan, Texas, Pennsylvania, 
Indiana, Delaware and, I think, one or 
[two other States, a most determined ef- 
fort was. made this year in the same di- 
jrection, with results in every instance 
showing a growth in the prohibition sen- 
itiment. 
Measures calculated to "curb 


and limit the trade" have been passed in 
several States during the past winter, 
This, however, instead of showing a ten 
dency i'f temperance sentiment towari 
such legislation, only serves to show that 
[these States have reached the first but 


iot the second stage of temperance re 
form. 
It must be borne in mind that the 


temperance reform began with moral sua- 
sion for the victims of drink, and appeals 
[to the citizen to banish whiskey from the 
itirscry, the sideboard and the harvest 
ield. 1 n twenty-five years drink and 
drinking usages were made disreputable 
hrough a large portion of tbe country. 
Vo refoi m ever accomplish d more in less 
ime. 
35ut as this sentiment grew and
